Since then, 
they've been friends. 


The women discuss quite freely the racial prob-

Mrs. Childs says that when she told friends of the 


invitation extended by Mrs. Hubert Wetak. and of her 
acceptance, they said she was crazy.

Brings Experiences Back 
The Rev. David Belongea. a 


Capuchin priest from Kaukau- 
na. attests to the needs of the 
people in his mission area. 
"As in all of Latin America, 
the standard of living in 
Nicaragua is low." he points 
out. Father Belongea. home 
on leave since Dec. 16. will 
return to Bluefieids March 22. 


Foreign holdings account for 


most of the jobs in the area, 
but the people are poorly 
paid An average family lives 
on $~ to S20 a weekend the 
diet is mainly composed of 
beans, rice and banana, which 
is served 
boiled, fried 
or 


baked. 


The Capuchin mission was 


begun by St. Pius X in 1913. 
He assigned the work to 
Spain. After the 1938 Spanish 
Revolution, 
the 
Capuchins 


were recalled to their home- 
land and the Nicaraguan work 
was 
given 
to the 
North 


American Capuchins. The 29 
priests who serve the area 
operate schools, a seminary 
and the cathedral. Father 
Belongea's work in the high 
school seminary for boys is 
teaching music, English, his- 
tory, geography, mathematics 
and Latin to the 
Spanish 


speaking students. 


"No segregation exists in 


Nicaragua." Father Belongea 
states, "although the popula- 
tion of 10.000 is made up of 60 
per cent Spanish and 40 per 
cent Negro." The city is the 
center of education on the 
Atlantic coast and all major 
religions have schools there, 
he comments. 


The first native boy from 


the Atlantic coastal side of 
the country was ordained a 
Capuchin priest Dec. 30. The 
Rev. Antoma Rios. now finish- 
ing his studies at Marathon, 
\Vis.. said his first mass Dec. 
31 at the cathedral where 
Father Doerfler is stationed.

Skin Diving Under Ice Can Be Safe Winter Recreation 


BY ROGER PITT 


SUNSET LAKE — This sand 


bottom, circular lake located 
about seven miles northeast of 
Nelsonville is well known during 
trout season, but last Sunday in 
30 degree temperature the lake 
was the scene of an under ice 
skin diving demonstration by 
Neptune Raiders Inc., Stevens 
Point. 


Jerry Jackson, route 1, Stev- 


ens Point said tne main purpose 
for the skin diving demonstra- 
tion was to show that the 
summer sport could be safe and 
fun in the winter if proper 
precautions are taken. 


Just one year ago a Stevens 


Point youth, Ron Bukholt, lost 
his life when skin diving in the 


area of Sunset Lake where the 
demonstration by the Stevens 
Point club took place. 


Bukholt apparently lost his 


life because proper precautions 
were not taken before he and a 
friend ventured into the water 
under the ice, Jackson said. 


2* Members 


The Raiders have 20 active 


members and a number of 
persons taking skin diving less- 
ons that will join the club 
shortly. Most of the members 
are from the Stevens Point area 
or attend WSU-Stevens Point. 


Four club members, Jackson; 


dive master Dick Dehn. Stevens 
Point; Ambrose Sommers, Am- 
herst and Tom Hofslien, La 
Crosse; made underwater ven- 
tures. 


Dehn as dive master has 


complete rule during and prior 
to all underwater dives. He 
learned the use of SCUBA (self- 
contained underwater breathing 
apparatus) gear in the navy. 
His job is to make preparations 
for dives, make final checks, 
make 
the initial dive and 


instruct dive assistants on sig- 
nals and technique in case of 
emergency. 


About 100 persons watched the 


winter frogmen make numerous 
short time dives during the 
afternoon. 


The first job was sawing a 


five by five foot square in the 
ice. Club members than forced 
the chunk of ice about 26 inches 
thick under the ice covering. 


The four divers than suited up 


in their one-quarter inch thick 
black rubber wet suits— which 
gave them the appearance of 
space explorers. The suits are 
called wet suits because they 
form a seal enclosing the body 
and a thin layer of water 
between 
the suit 
and body. 


It warms to body temperature 
and keeps the diver warm. Dehn 
said the effect was similar to 
filling a boot with water, first it 
would be cold on the foot and 
slowly warm to body tempera- 
ture. 


Water was heated and poured 


into the suits forming a layer of 
water between the body and 
suit. Dehn said this was done 
because the shock of hitting the 


water at 36 to » degrees would 
adversely effect the diver. 


Each diver entering the water 


had a safety line secured to his 
waist. Diving was done in teams 
of two with a short line between 
divers for safety purposes. 


Dehn said if the safety line 


should break and the divers 
became separated while under 
ice the one without a safety line 
should go up to the bottom of 
the ice and remain there. 


Safety Duers 


The safety divers, one was 


fully suited at all times would 
then enter the water and work 
out in a circular path until the 
lost diver was found Dehn said. 


Diving was done in about 25 to 


30 feet of water and 100 feet off 


shore from the Portage County 
landing area. Jackson said the 
water was clearer at this time 
than during the summer when 
they had dived in the lake. The 
reason be said was that there is 
very little water current and the 
silt on the bottom was not 
suspended. Visibility was good 
for about 10 feet

Circular Patterns 


The divers worked in circular 


patterns outward from the hole 
and reached distances of 30 
feet. Dehn said there was no 


plant life on the bottom of the 
lake at those points, but from 
experience gained during the 
summer a fringe of acquatic 
plants grew in a circle 5 feet 
from shore and reached about 
30 feet out. No fish were sighted 
the divers said- 


A WSU-Stevens Point profes- 


sor had arranged to have the 
divers gather samples of life 
and water, but failed to arrive 
for the demonstration. 


Sommers received his bap- 


tism in winter skin diving and 
soon became the most persis- 
tent dher of all, not wanting to 
call it quits after the others had 
tired of the activity after two 
hours of underwater activity. 


The divers showed no ill 


effects from the cold water.

Skin Diving Under Ice Can Be Safe Winter Recreation

SUNSET LAKE — This sand 


bottom, circular lake located 
about seven miles northeast of 
Kelsonville is well known during 
trout season, but last Sunday in 
30 degree temperature the lake 
was the scene of an under ice 
skin diving demonstration by 
Neptune Raiders Inc., Stevens 
Point.

for the skin diving demonstra- 
tion was to show that the 
summer sport could be safe and 
fun in the winter if proper 
precautions are taken. 


Just one year ago a Stevens

Point club took place. 


Bukholt apparently lost his 


life because proper precautions 
were not taken before he and a 
friend ventured into the water 
under the ice, Jackson said.

The suits are 
called wet suits because they 
form a seal enclosing the body 
and a thin layer of water 
between the suit and body. 
It warms to body temperature 
and keeps the diver warm. Dehn 
said the effect was similar to 
filling a boot with water, first it 
would be cold on the foot and 
slowly warm to body tempera- 
ture. 


Water was heated and poured 


into the suits forming a layer of 
water between the body and 
suit. Dehn said this was done 
because the shock of hitting the 


water at 36 to 39 degrees would 
adversely effect the diver. 


Each diver entering the water 


had a safety line secured to his 
waist. Diving was done in teams 
of two with a short line between 
divers for safety purposes. 


Dehn said if the safety line 


should break and the divers 
became separated while under 
ice the one without a safety line 
should go up to the bottom of 
the ice and remain there.

The safety divers, one was 


fully suited at all times would 
then enter the water and work 
out in a circular path until ihe 
lost diver was found Dehn said. 


Diving was done in about 25 so 


30 feet of water and 100 feet off

Jordan and his father then bought the entire 200 


acre farm on which ''Deershelter" and its neighboring 
pillar ''Percussion Rock" are located. Work on a major 
project, a full-sized house, then began. 


Without formal training in architecture and engi- 


neering, Jordan began singlehandedly to construct his 
house, atop a 75 foot pillar and 400 feet above the 
valley floor. He quarried local rock, and carted it to 
the site on his shoulders. Mortar traveled in the same 
manner. 


A rope hoist surely was possible, but the earnest 


artist felt that it would take too long to construct. 
A hydraulic lift was installed, seven years after Jor- 
gan began, but by then the first s°ven rooms of the 
house were completed. 


Recently Jordan has speeded construction on his 


additions, which are continual, to the house. Two 
construction workers now aid him in his projects. 


A flying bridge, on which visitors walk from 


ground level through the tree tops to the rock and 
the house, is one of the recent additions. Eventually 


it will be enclosed and house art exhibits. It replaces 
an old draw bridge, which had served since the early 
rope-ladder days of the house. It leads from the most 
recent of the Jordan projects, the gate house. 


Built in the same extreme-design fashion of the 


house. Jordan perfected his earlier-learned techniques 
in this gate house. This dwelling features a fireplace 
so large it contains its own staircase leading to its 
upper ovens. Also found within the gate house are a 
library and three baths. 


High atop the House on the Rock is a new sun- 


deck, from which visitors can gaze 30 miles across 
the valley to the Baraboo Bluffs. A catwalk leads from 
the house to another portion of the rock, separated 
slightly from the main mass. Here sits an observation 
deck, from which tourists can see the same sight, 
and turn and gaze back at the house. 


Nearby in the area are the history-laden town of 


T-Hneral Point, and the extreme design home and 
school of famed architect Frank Lloyd Wright. Two 
state parks. Governor Dodge and Tower Hill are in 
the immediate area.

Economic Gain Outweighs I^oss 
Of Friends for Moving Workers 


MADISON — Persons migrating to Madison and 


Milwaukee to take new jobs are generally young, 
fairly well educated, earn good incomes, and are 
usually classified as white-collar employes, results of 
a University of Wisconsin survey show. 


It also indicates that the geographical mobility of 


workers to these cities is most often job-centered, and 
for a sizeable proportion, is the immediate vehicle 
from unemployment to employment. 


Economic gain is \iewed by the workers as the 


most important advantage of their move, and social 
losses as the biggest disadvantage. Moreover, these 
gains have created attitudes which increase the likeli- 
hood of their moving to even better employment 
possibilities in the future. 


200 Interviewed 


The survey was conducted in the summer of 1962. 


Part of a program of research on the functioning of 
labor markets, undertaken by the University Indus- 
trial Relations Research Center, it was worked out in 
cooperation with the Wisconsin State Employment 
Service. 


Economics Prof. Gerald G. Somers. director of the 


center, was in charge of the survey. 


More than 200 persons who moved to Madison and 


Milwaukee between January. 1955. and December, 
1960. were interviewed by representatives of the 
laboratory. The workers came from 27 different coun- 
ties in the state. 


The survey showed that 67 per cent of the mig- 


rants to Madison and 40 per cent of those moving to 
Milwaukee had some college education, and that a 
majority are engaged in professional, managerial, and 
proprietorship occupations These totals were sub- 
stantially higher than comparable ones for the total 
male labor force in these cities 


Most of the persons interviewed were in the 25-34 


age bracket Twenty-seven per cent of the total labor 
force in Madison and Milwaukee is in the 45-64 age 
level. 


Migrants to Milwaukee concentrated largely on 


trade and manufacturing: in Madison, the service in- 
dustries and government pro\ided the major sources 
of employment. Two-thirds of the mobile group left 
former locations to accept specific job offers Three- 
fourths of them are satisfied with their current em- 


ployment feeling they are accomplishing something, 
have a fair amount of security, and are earning up 
near their potential. 


Only a minority believe that, as a result of moving, 


they now have better social relationships with friends 
and relatives, improvements in cultural and recrea- 
tional facilities, or better communities in which to 
live, however. Six of every 10 cited the loss of social 
relationships as an unfavorable consequence of their 
decision to move. 


The introduction to the recently-released report 


on "A Survey of Geographically Mobile Workers" 
states: 


"This movement into metropolitan communities is 


part of a continuing long-term rural to urban popula- 
tion shift, characterized by a search for greater eco- 
nomic opportunities and social and cultural advance- 
ment. 


"At present, particular interest is focused on this 


t\pe of labor mobility because of a national concern 
with technological unemployment and increased agri- 
cultural productivity."

$2,000, Was Built 
Over Fox in 1851

Water Street. 


Actually, some of the first mills 


I were erected on the water power be- 
fore the bridge spanned the river. The 
first bridge was constructed across the 


Mackesy 
Fox in 185i; it was 1.500 feet long and 


cost about 32,000. according to the May 27. 1854. issue 
of the weekly Appleton Crescent. 


Three of the several important flour mills were 


clustered together, neighborly fashion, next to each 
other at the foot of the Pearl Street hill. Others were 
located farther west along the river bank and on the 
island '"flats." 


City Thriving 


By 1865. when Crescent Editor Sam Ryan Jr. was 


reporting on the business and economic condition of 
'•thriving Appleton" to his subscribers, the Proctor 
axe factor}- had been turned into a flour mill This 
was the Outagamie Mill, first one west of the bridge. 
The Lawrence Mills came next, an imposing square 
structure of stone from the river, located between the 
Outagamie Mill and the older Willy's Mill. 


This is how Editor Ryan described these indus- 


tries and pointed up their importance to the growing 
community in 1865: 


"Willy's Flour Mill is located to the west of the 


stone mill near the upper bridge. It was the third 
building erected upon the water-power. 


'•It was built by Isaac Beach in the Fall of the 


year 1852 It is 60 by 40 feet and two and one-half 
stories in height above the basement. 


'•Since May, 1864. the business has been carried on 


by Messrs. Willy & Brewster, who have done business 
under the name of Willy & Co. During the past year 
they have made improvements to the value of about 
84,000, having inserted new bolting throughout. The 
present value of the mill is about $8.000. The annual 
amount of business varies from S50.000 to 8100,000. 


"The mill is capable of turning out. when worked 


to its full capacity, from 100 to 125 barrels of flour 
per day. Last year the wheat which was ground was 
obtained from this vicinity. This year, however, some 
has been purchased at Fond du Lac. Oshkosh and 
Berlin 


Lawrence Mill 


"The flour is sent mostly to the East—Portland, 


Boston and New York being the principal markets. 
At present, however, much is being sent to Chicago, 
one firm there having purchased since the middle of 
December to the amount of $8.000. 


"About seven men are employed here. 


"The Lawrence Mill, which is located near the 


upper bridge between Willy & Co.'s and the Outa-

gamie Mills, was built by Messrs. Johnson and Mory 
in the year 1860. 


'•It is a stone building 36 by 50 feet and four 


stories high The material of which it is composed 
was obtained from the bed of the river, the foundation 
of which is a solid bed of stone from which enough 
material could be taken to erect an ordinary sized 
city. 


"This is another substantial resource of Appleton. 


which, we trust, will some day be better developed 
than now. 


'•Since Dec.. 1863, Mr. Mory has been sole proprie- 


tor. He values his building and imprwements at 
about S13.000. Four men usually find employment 
here. 


Outagamie Mills 


"Mr. M. obtains his wheat from this vicinity and 


also from Fond du Lac. His orders of flour come from 
Boston. New York. Portland and Chicago. 


''The annual amount of business done by Mr. M. 


could be better ascertained was there no such thing 
as an income tax A rough estimate would place it at 
$30,000, though facts would indicate that it was much 
higher. 


'•Outagamie Mills was erected in the year 1852 by 


Mr. Franklin Proctor, and was carried on for several 
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years as an axe factory. As such it was designed to 
meet the wants of the wooded country which sur- 
rounds us. and it answered this purpose until 1857, 
when from lack of capital Mr. Proctor disposed of it 
to Messrs. Dillon. Nass & Co., who changed it into a 
flouring mill, in which capacity it has been since used. 


In June of 1860. Mr. Dillon disposed of his inter- 


ests to Mr. M. R. Barteau; Mr. Nass doing the same in 
November 1864 The property is now owned and the 
milling business carried on by Messrs. Barteau & 
Smudde. 


'•The property is valued at about $6.000. The 


annual amount of business is about $20.000. The 
wheat, like for the mills abo\e described, is chiefly 
obtained from this vicinity, and a market for the 
flour chiefly in the East 


'•The building is located at the north end of the

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Shiny New 'Baby' Is Born Into 
Family of Fine 35 mm. Cameras 


Like a birth in a distinguished household, the ar- 


rival of a new "baby"' in photography's oldest 35mm 
camera family has long been rumored, secretly veri- 
fied and finally publicly announced. 


To put it plainly: E. Leitz Inc.. of Wetzlar. Ger- 


many, makers of the Leica camera which, in 1925, 
created 35mm photography, have unveiled the "Leica- 
flex," their first single-lens reflex camera. Four inter- 
changeable, bayonet-mounted lenses, especially de- 
signed for the camera also made their debut. They 
range from 35mm to 135mm in focal length. 


Because of the years of speculation that preceded 


the new arrival, it will be subjected to more critical 
scrutiny by experts and rivals than most new cameras. 
There will be many highly technical tests and reports, 
but this is not one of them. Since the Leicaflex was 
in my possession for just one weekend, I can only 
tell how it looks, feels and "handles"' as one camera 
fan to another. 


Sealed Pentaprism 


First of all, it looks outwardly like many other 


single-lens reflex cameras with its sealed pentaprism 
for eye-level operation. It is not a freak and doesn't 
boast of any revolutionary design appearance. It feels 
solid, handles easily and responds with the touch of 
built-in craftsmanship. 


When my eye looked through the viewfinder, the 


scene looked unusually clear and bright. When I 
turned the lens focusing rim, shifting from distant 
to close objects, the effect was quite unusual: sharp

focus of any selected object is achieved instantly, not 
gradually, in the central '•bulls-eye" area. I learned 
that this feature of "instant"' focus is done by the 
use of thousands of microprisms in the focusing cir- 
cle. These exaggerate the fuzzy appearance of un- 
sliarp images. These change abruptly when precise 
focus is achieved and the image becomes sharp. 


Next I pressed the release button and the ex- 


posures clicked off smoothly and quietly without the 
slightest perceptible vibration felt in the fingers 
pressed tightly against the camera body. This is an 


important feature because shutter operation in a 


single-lens reflex camera involves movements of a 


mirror before the lens diaphragm opens and its return 


immediately thereafter. 


In the Leicaflex. a new patented method brakes 


the mirror movements so there is no hitting of an-, 


internal parts. With the camera vibration-free and 


v.ith its smooth shutter action. I felt confident enough 


to shoot at slower hand-held speeds up to Js of a 


second, 
i It is not recommended normally to shoot 


slower than I/30th or l/5th with the camera hand- 
held i In this case, the results justified the confidence. 


Exposure Controls 


Other features of the camera include a built-in, 


battery-powered cadmium sulphide iCdS> exposure 
meter which is cross-coupled with the shutter speed 
and lens diaphragm controls. The needle indicating 
proper exposure and the follow-pointer for setting 
the camera's exposure controls are both visible in the 
viewfinder. 


The camera's focal plane shutter had a top speed 


of 1/2000 and synchronizes with electronic flash units 
at speeds up to 1/100. A novel feature of the clamp- 
on lens shade is that it is reversible and clamps on 
the lens mount for storage. 


The hinged camera back opens completely for 


film loading. This is quite an improvement from what 
many photographers call the Leica "blind loading"' 
system. 


Finally what does it cost to bring Leica quality, 


ruggedness and reliability to 35mm reflex photog- 
raphy? The answer: $585 for the camera with basic 
50mm f/2 lens. 
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Lamp Post Leanings 
Training Retriever Takes Time, Will Powe: 


BY BUD LARIMER 


Many of the retrieving breeds are thought and 


spoken of as "natural retrievers." They begin carry- 
ing things and enjoy fetching and holding objects 
from the time that they can toddle. With little or no 
hesitation, they retrieve readily from water as well. 
This is all most enjoyable to watch and saves much 
uork and nervous exhaustion, but such performances 
are never absolutely dependable! 


Let such an animal have a touch of indigestion, a 


headache or just plain healthy grouch, and he can 
refuse to retrieve. When he does, there is very little 
his handler can do about it. 


Regardless of breed or "natural" abilities, a dog 


who will be expected to turn in regular and con- 
sistent retrieving performances of high quality should 
be put through a force-retrieving regime. A refusal 
b\ a "graduate" of such a course can be cured with 
dispatch by simply bringing forth the force collar' 


The length of time and amount of pressure needed 


to turn out a dependable, finished product will de- 
pend much on the breed and even more on the indi- 
vidual dog's temperament and mental keenness. 
Along with this, as a vital contributing factor is also 
the handler's temperament and powers of self control. 


English pointers generally dislike retrieving in- 


tihesely. and many seem to have a really intense 
axersion to carrying feathers 
A high per cent of 


German shorthairs tend to enjoy carrying objects 
and enjoy retrieving. Most of the Setters are "nat- 
ural" retrievers to a varying degree Drathar. Wie- 
mar and Visbla tend toward the pointer attitude. 


The retrieving breeds nearly all show an enthusi- 


asm for retrieving, ranging from downright brilliant 
and fanatic to purely theoretical. With very few ex- 
ceptions, each and every one of them can be made a 
dependable retriever by the force method. 


In addition to determination and mch patience, 


you will need a force collar, a long, light cord, several 
types of dummy and a couple of other "final polish" 
bits of equipment to be described later. You will now 
have a dog of reasonable age and in at least a men- 
tally receptive mood. A good, sturdy corn cob makes 
3 fine beginning retrieving dummy. 


This dog understands "sit" and is put in that posi- 


tion. Now pinch an ear between finger and thumb 
nair or finger and collar spike. When he "opens up"' 
in a protest, insert the cobs, keep a finger under his 
chin momentarily and say "hold it"' seveial times. 
Release pressure and as he rejects the cob. catch in in 
your palm as you say "give it" or "drop it."' 


Repeat this the required number of times it takes 


to have the dog accept or reach for this cob without 
pressure. Then have him hold the object longer pe- 
riods without touching his chin and releasing it upon 
order. At no time should one of these periods be over 
15 or 20 minutes! 


As soon as each lesson is over, make a fuss of the 


dog and give him a romp but never with any of the 
training objects. 


Now begin lowering the cob closer and closer to 


the ground until he will pick it up from there. 


You may do a workout with him a couple of times 


a day, and each should begin with a procedure slightly 
behind the one you ended with previously. Still on 
collar and rope, order "sit stay'" and toss the cob out 
a foot or so. then give the "fetch" command. You 
may have to lead him to it at first and then go through 
the original procedure again. Concentrate on the 
'•fetch" now: you can polish up his "delivery" later. 
As he progresses, the cob may be tossed out farther, 
then hidden here and there. 


About now you may start using a canvas pad with 


duck wings sewn on. It can be thrown farther out and 
hidden more carefully—all still on a rope. As you feel 
surer of your control, try it off the hope and with a 
bird. If there is poor work or refusal, resume work 
and force. Eventually this will all "take" and you will 
have a worker you can really depend on. 


When finally working on birds, many dogs have a 


slow pickup, grabbing a wing or neck. A bird should 
be carried firmly by mid-body. There is a little gadget 
that looks like a miniature saw-buck that tends to 
induce them to pick up an object in the middle. 


One may either put several lend needles through 


the canvas dummy or use what looks like an old 
fashioned darning egg with a generous supply of 
shoemaker's tacks in it. and force the dog to retrieve 
either or both repeatedly. The ultimate test is that 
he be able to retrieve a raw egg without cracking it 
If he crushes the egg. blow it and fill with red-pepper 
water a few times.

U. S. Hasn't Honored 
Einstein Postally

On the roster of outstanding individual Americans, none is more conspicu- 


ously deserving of postal recognition—a commemorative stamp—than Albert 
Zinstein. Yet to date Einstein has not been honored on such a stamp. 


Today is his birthday. Though he was an American citizen only 15 years, 


he made the U. S. his home from 1933 until his death in 1955. And no nation 
experienced more significant technological change from his contributions to 
science than did the U. S. Further, there is plenty in his life to qualify him as a 
"champion of liberty." 


Kossuth. Garibaldi. San Martin. Bolivar and others have been accorded this 


honor. But one of the world's greats, and an American citizen in addition, hasn't 
rated such tribute—unless, perhaps, someone felt the 1955 Atoms-for-Peace 
issue was a left-handed recognition of Einstein. Or maybe we're waiting for 
1979. the centennial of his birth. 


Educated in Switzerland 


Einstein was a citizen where he served. Educated in Switzerland, and a gov- 


ernment employee, he became a Swiss citizen. When he returned in 1914, as a 
professor of physics, to Germany, the nation of his birth, he once more assumed 
German citizenship. When, in 1933. the Nazis barred him from returning to 
Germany because he was a Jew. he took residence in the United States and 
eventually became an American citizen. 


His genius as a scientist is legion. So many theories, scientific basics were 


born in hi* facile mind. Yet he was humble. 


When he was offered the presidency of Israel in 1952. following the death 


of that new nation's leader. Chaim Weizmann. he declined saying he was not 
deserving of such responsibility. 


But Israel still recogni/ed him as worthy of special honor. In 1956 a stamp, 


honoring him as a scientist as well as a great man. was issued (illustration). 
The stamp features his portrait, with familiar shaggy white hair but minus 
the familiar pipe in his mouth. And there's his equation, the one that ultimately 
kicked off the development of atomic energy, 


Of course Einstein enjoyed much prestige while he still lived. And has been 


honored greatly in ways other than having his likeness on a bit of gummed 
paper, printed as the price for mailing a letter. Anyway, this is a stamp collect- 
ing approach to noting his birthday today. Otherwise, it might \\ell be 1979 
before it happens.

Beat the egg whites until frothy; add salt and 


beat until stiff. Gradual!} beat in sugar, two table- 
spoons at a time, continue beating until meringue 
stiff and glossy. Beat six egg yolks separately until 
light, then combine. Add lemon rind and juice; beat 
until very thick. Gently fold yolk mixture into mer- 
ingue. Sift flour over mixture, quarter cup at a time, 
folding in gently using as few strokes as possible. 
Grease and flour bottoms of three 9-inch layer pans. 
Divide batter into three pans. Bake in 350-degree 
oven about 25 or 30 minutes, until cakes brown 
and tops spring back when lightly pressed with fin- 
gertip. Cool. 


MAKE THE CUSTARD: Beat egg yolks, sugar and 


salt together. Stir in milk and cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly, until mixture begins to thicken 


and coat the spoon. Stir in vanilla and whiskey. Cool, 
stirring occasionally. 


ASSEMBLE THE CAKE: Sprinkle cake layers with 


whiskey; spread jam between layers. Place cake in 
glass dessert bowl Sprinkle with remaining whiskey: 
let rest in refrigerator at least an hour. Pour cooled 
custard over cake.

Indoor Gardening 
Cutting, Pinching 
Different Skills; 
Result Is Similar 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


Cutting back and pinching are terms that are fre- 


tjuently not understood by the average gardener: 
sometimes, it is even thought that the two are synony- 
mous. They are not. The two procedures are differ- 
ent, although the end result is approximately the 
same- 


Taking the top off a growing plant is done either 


to shorten the plant or to make it more bushy, or 
both. The very tall plant shown here has been allowed 
to grow unchecked from the beginning: it has devel- 
oped a tall but poorly-shaped main stem, and natural 
branching is occurring most strongly about halfway 
up the stem. By cutting the plant back sharply, leav- 
ing only one set of leaves on it, we find that the re- 
sulting growth (shown on the plant next to it) is 
branching out bushily close to the soil, and the plant 
has a better overall shape. 


The other pair of plants are a juvenile one which 


has only just begun to show any inclination to branch, 
and one which shows the result of pinching or nipping 
out only the top pair or two of leaves. Again, in the 
pinched plant, growth at the base is more bushy, and 
the plant has a pleasingly symmetrical appearance. 
When it is desirable to have a bushy plant, particu- 
larly one well furnished with foliage at its base, young 
plants should be pinched as they develop. However, 
as we saw in the first example, if pinching has been 
neglected, then cutting back can remedy the situation 
although regrowth will take a little longer. 


Cutting back and pinching are only two of the 


many gardening terms which are explained in our 
20-page Encyclopedia.

A word of caution in cutting back plants: never 


do this with single-stemmed plants which do not 
branch naturally, such as palms and bananas. Cut 
ting back, pruning, pinching and the like should only 
be done with plants where bushy, compact growth is 
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desirable, either for shape or for greater flowering 
capacity. 


Questions and Answers 


Q. Can I cut back my hibiscus, wax begonia and 


Norfolk Island Pine? 


A. Yes. to the first two: not to the third, as it 


would spoil the shape of the plant.

I quit watering until it dries 
out. 


A. With watering only from the bottom, there is a 


possibility of salts building up in the soil; therefore, 
I prefer to flush these out with top-watering. How- 
ever, if your method works for you, don't change it. 
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Q. This is the first year I have had a poinsettia. 


it is just now losing its leaves, but my neighbor says 
it will come alive again and can be maae to flower 
next year. Can you tell me how to do this? 


A. Because this is such a popular plant, and such

Timmy St. Clair Flies East Tries 
To Save Weekly Series, The Rogues'

NEW YORK (AP)—Timmy St. Clair. after more 


than three months as backstop, side-kick and—most 
often — situation saver for his television relatives, 
"The Rogues," recently was assigned the leading role 
in a serious behind-the-cameras drama. 


In his real-life, well-tailored personality. Timmy's 


name is Robert Coote. Recently he flew to New York 
from Hollywood for a few intensive days of plugging 
the Sunday night XBC series. 


Coote, featured in the series which stars Gig 


Young. Charles Boyer and David Xiven. actually is 
the busiest rogue of them all. appearing prominently 
in support of one or another of the stars each week. 


Coote. before he made his television mark as one 


of a band of right-thinking, honorable, humane inter- 
national confidence men. was a well-known character 
actor of the Broadway and London stage and many 
a motion picture. It was Coote who created the orig- 
inal role of Colonel Pickering in the Broadway and 
London companies of "My Fair Lady."' 


"The Rogues" was conceived as a motion picture 


designed to star David Xiven. Coote—in Budapest 
making a film—was asked to do the Timmy role. By 
the time he got to Hollywood, it had been converted 
into a television series by Four Star Productions. 


"Originally, Niven was to carry five of the shows, 


Boyer 10 and Gig Young 15." Coote explained. ''But 
I rather think Charles is doing a bit more. After all, 
he's the president of the company and besides I 
rather think he enjoys all that false beard and eye- 
glasses business anyway." 


Coote is a Londoner by birth and a fifth genera- 


tion member of a theatrical family. 


Coote finds himself puzzled by frequent references 


to his television series as '•sophisticated." 


"Actually, you know, it's not sophisticated at all," 


he said "It's all strictly schoolboy stuff and played for 
comedy I do think it would be a good idea to do 
something about the character's finances." 


One of the necessary gimmicks of the show, in 


this medium where crime is not allowed to pay, is 
for the rogues, after taking some unsavory character 
for a bundle, to turn the whole thing over to a worthy 
cause. Some literal-minded fans wonder, occasionally, 
how these suave thieves manage to pay the rent on 
their elegant headquarters, drive expensive cars and 
generally toss money around. 


Another Coote suggestion is to have the rogues 


armed with something a little more protective than 
their quick wits. 


"No guns, of course," he said, "but perhaps we 


should be able to see a little more action if we were 
really experts at jiujitsu or something."

HOLLYWOOD — No matter how you pour it. Jim Nabors' cup is running 


over. 


Corner Pyle—USMC. in which he plays the title role, has consistently been 


in the top-10 of the nation's television programs since making its debut on the 
CBS Television Xetwo-'k last fall. The show airs on the net at 8:30 p.m. Fridays. 


In recent weeks alone he has garnered the following honors by the trade 


press: "personality of the year," ''the most promising new male star." and "the 
outstanding new personality." 


When he went home to Sylacauga. Ala., at Christmas time he received a 


hero's welcome, and the town's population of 10,000 tripled for the occasion. 


Has overnight success changed Jim Nabors? It's not an easy question to 


answer. 


A scant four years ago Nabors was an apprentice film editor at NBC, a job 


he had taken more for the benefits of the Southern California climate (he 
suffers from asthma), than to satisfy any showbusiness ambitions. 


A shy. soft-spoken young man, he found Hollywood a lonely place. He began 


spending his evenings at The Horn, a Santa Monica, Calif., cabaret-theater that 
showcases young professional performers, primarily singers. 


Regular Performer 


Anybody who frequents The Horn often enough is bound to attract the 


attention of the owners. Rick and Margaret Ricardi. 


Ricardi, one-time vocal coach and musical casting director at MGM and 


Twentieth Century-Fox, befriended Nabors. Ricardi learned that Nabors had 
occasionally sung on a local radio station in the South, and had once recorded 
a rock 'n' roll number that had failed to gross the $15 fee Nabors was paid. 


It took Ricardi four months to persuade Nabors to go on-stage and sing a 


couple of numbers. When Nabors finally did perform, he was enthusiastically 
received. 


Nabors became a regular performer at The Horn, combining nighttime ap- 


pearances with daytime film-cutting. Ricardi encouraged and coached him to 
the point that he was soon a polish entertainer—although still modest and 
shy, onstage as well as off- 


Television director Bob Sweeney, who was later to direct Nabors in his first 


appearances on The Andy Griffith Show, says Xabors' natural modesty and 
shyne>s are basic keys to his success. 


"When Jim gets onstage you automatically feel sorry for him." Sweeney 


says. "You want him to succeed. And when he does, you're overjoyed." 


At The Horn. Nabors found his real profession. 


It was here, too. that he met one of his closest friends. Paul Hiestand. an 


air conditioning design engineer with whom Nabors, a bachelor, has shared a 
small two-bedroom home in the San Fernando Valley for the past several years. 


Nabors himself gives Hiestand a great deal of credit for helping him main- 


tain his equilibrium during the heady days of excitement when Andy Griffith 
discovered him and made a place for him on The Andy Griffith Show. 


"Paul takes even-thing in his stride." Nabors once remarked. ''He never 


gets excited about anything. If I came home bubbling over about my career, 
he'd take it all very calmly. It sure kept me from getting a big head." 


Hiestand is amused at the remark. 


Close Friends 


"Actually." Hiestand says. ''I was often as excited about the way Jim's career 


was going as he was. But I thought it was better for Jim if I took everything 
nonchalantly." 


One of the great stabilizing forces in Nabors' rise was, and is, Andy Griffith. 


Griffith's o*vn rise to stardom had spanned a period of a dozen years. He had 
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Corner Pyle tnes—he really does—but Sgt. Carter rarely makes his point. 


Jim Nabors and 1'rank Si'.tton cavort in Corner Pyle—USMC each Friday evening 
over the CBS television network in the improbable, fun-filled 
spoof of the 


Marine Corps. 


benefited from having a longer period of time in which to absorbe the impact 
of fame. 


Nabors and Griffith, who live only three blocks apart, have been close friends 


since Griffith discovered the young Southerner at The Horn two and a half 
years ago. 


"When Jim first appeared on my show." Griffith says, "he was too insecure 


to change much—too unsure of himself." 


Nor is Griffith the type of man to let people around him put on airs. 


Once, just before the premiere of Corner Pyle—USMC, Nabors arrived hours 


late at a party given at the Griffith home. He got a stern lecture from Griffith 
on the virtue of promptness. 


But lapses in thoughtfulness are rare indeed for Nabors. Nor has he ever 


forgotten the people who '"knew him when." 


Nabors considers the Ricardis an extra set of parents, and frequently drops 


by their home or visits their cabaret-theater, where he occasionally gets up and 
performs. 


This winter he brought his widowed mother to California to spend a few 


months with him. In the course of the year he'll invite a whole string of rela- 
tives to visit him for varying lengths of time. 


He has to make time to spend with friends and relathes. And he does. 


Nabors not only spends 12 to 14 hours a day. five days a week, at the studio, 


but his weekends are filled with personal appearances and preparation for 
new episodes. 


Richard O. Linke, Xabors' and Andy Griffith's personal manager, keeps a 


tight rein on his clients' activities. 


"Jim's first responsibility. professionally, is to the show." he says. "He'd 


probably never have an hour to himself if we didn't watch his schedule care- 
fully." 


Does Linke believe that Xabors has changed? 


"Sure he's changed,' Linke says. "You can't turn a guy from an unknown 


into a favorite of millions without his changing some. But his values haven't 
changed, and that's the important thing, isn't it?"

NEW YORK lAP)—Like the comedian who is 


finally cast as Hamlet, or the dancer in the non- 
dancing role, Gloria Swanson gets her acting kicks 
playing any character other than the one she calls "a 
you-know-what." 


Miss Swanson. a tiny, vivid, articulate woman of 


impeccable taste, who at 66 seems impervious to the 
aging processes, is one of the few really glamorous 
stars who has made a professional bridge from Hol- 
h wood's pioneer days through the golden age of the 
lo\e goddesses to today's production-line television 
series. 


In 1948. after all the exciting successful years. Miss 
Swanson emerged in her greatest acting triumph. She 
played a mad. tragic figure, an ex-movie star, in a 
fine film. "Sunset Boulevard."' That was all very 
well, but for the past 17 years, when any film or 
television producer has a role of fading, aging film 
queen, he immediately thinks of Miss Swanson's defi- 
nitive performance. The role is the one she ruefully 
refers to as "you-know-what" and "guess what?" 


She has played guess-what on recent series ranging 


from "Dr. Kildare." in which she was both fading 
and ailing, to next Thursday night's episode of "My 
Three Sons.'' on ABC when the emphasis will be on 
comedy. 


Nutty Lady 


She also occasionally emerges in other roles—a 


nutty lady in a blonde wig in a "Burke's Law" show 
and an unfortunate victim in a Hitchcock show. On 
March 15, she will play a flashy, rather unsympa- 
thetic stepmother with no theatrical background in a 
"Ben Casey"' episode. 


The actress, who in person is far from fading or 


desperate, takes all this with a philosophic sigh bora 
of years of association with the studios and stereo- 
type thinking. 


"One is constantly reminded of the old days when 


working out there." she reflected comfortably the 
other day. "Years ago Adolph Menjou and I were 
making a movie in the RKO studios on Gower Street 
Another member of the cast was a young. Latin-type 
fellow and neither Adolph nor I thought he was any 
great talent. But the next time I worked there, he 
owned the studio. His name was Arnaz."

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her married daughters and her mother. She was an 
early experimenter in television—with a local daytime 
talk show in the late 1940s, and believes that tele- 
vision today is in danger of falling into the same trap 
that once caught the motion picture industry.

women who went to the theaters, the ones who begged 
George or Harry to take them to the Bijou to see 
Garbo and Gilbert or the other great ones. Those 
were the days of the big women stars—stars who 
looked and acted the way women would like to look 
and act. After all, the sirens, even if they appealed 
to men in the audience, didn't last long, because the 
women didn't react." 


Miss Swanson watches a lot of television and has 


concluded that it is primarily programmed by men 
who are guessing what women like to see.

week's visit with another daughter and grandchildren 
who live in Paris. Then back to the coast. In addition 
to an occasional acting flyer, she has an interest in a 
dress company, campaigns for causes and generally 
leads a busy life. 


She was fuming mildly because a Hollywood col- 


umnist had printed an item to the effect that she 
recently held up shooting while being attended by a 
hairdresser. 


"What infernal nonsense." she sputtered. "I take 


complete care of my own hair—I never have had a 
hairdresser to do it—and I've always put on my own 
makeup at home.

Snowtime Is Funtime in 
New Hampshire's Mountains

The festhe reason is on in N"e\v Hampshire's White Mountains, a key sector 


of the New England Heritage Trail. Evergreens are etched with frost, lakes 
overlaid with ice and snow. Skiing, skating and dogsiedding are the order of 
the day—and the land is gay with brightly-clad weekend visitors. You will feel 
self-conscious if you arrhe without a ski rack on top of your car. 


Driving up from Boston through Concord, the historic and always interesting 


capital of the Granite State, we planned a tour over the well-cleared highways 
that are bounded by plow-fashioned collars. Laconia. starting point of our win- 
ter sports loop, is a picturesque New England town of white houses bearded 
with icicles, whose austere mien frequently is challenged by jolly, carrot-nosed 
snowmen in the yards. 


The warm sun of Maich and April that lets gal skiers wear shorts also brings 


sugaring time in New Hampshire's maple orchards, and visitors are welcome to 
watch the process. Metal taps and lidded buckets are attached to the trees and 
the sweet sap. collected at intervals, is transported to the sugar house. Here it 
is boiled down in open pans, permeating the air with a delicious scent and 
creating sensory visions of pancakes doused in syrup, maple candy and toppinff 
for sundaes.

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Snow Country 


A skirt is seldom seen at Gunstock (Belknap Recreation Area on N. H. 11A) 


during the season. Tapered trousers are worn like a uniform by everyone except 
the tots m the lodge's nursery, which is decorated with animal murals and 
equipped with cots and a Christmastime variety of toys. The lii-mile double 
chair lift glides up Mi. Gunstock above slopes so smooth that they look as if 
they had been sandpapered. 


Spectators congregate at the foot of jumping summits, elevated on trestles 


to watch intrepid snow birds fly through the air. arms waving behind them like 
rudders. 


The pastoral beauty of a land in winter hibernation is yours as the route 


(N~. H. 11 & 23! curves around 28-mile long Lake Winnipesaukee. The surface 
of the lake is a -,asl white field, broken only by clumps of evergreens marking 
islands and snail sheds whose roofs are pierced with stovepipes. From these 
fishing shacks perch and pickerel are pulled up through holes in the ice while 
occupants stay warm and comfortable inside. 


The White Mountain Highway (X. K. 16) is a promised land for avid skiers 


Starting with the Alt. Whittier area at West Ossipee. there is a center even- few 
miles where tow 5 are in perpetual motion and slopes are as busy as anthills. 


At North Conn-ay is one of the more ncnel means of uphill transport used 


both by skiers and those who come along for the ride—the Skimobile on Cran- 
more Mountain. Brightly painted cars propel you upward on wooden tracks 
through a clump of hemlock and pine and out into snow-reflected sunlight! 
creating the same sensation you have when emerging from a tunnel. From *the 
4.895-foot summit there is a breath-taking view of the frosty white, blue and 
green world beio'.v. 


White Wonderland 


The motor route turns westward (U. S. 302). traversing a part of the White 


Mountain National Forest. It is a place of stillness and pristine beauty: the only 
sign of life for miles may be a possum or raccoon scurrying across the road. 
White birch, beech and rr-aples grow tall and thick, sifting snow through bare 
branches to collect in drift;: underneath. 


Cannon Mountain in Franconia Notch State Park looks as if a giant's comb

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Newsman Recalls Montana 


Of His Childhood, Youth 


One Man's Montana. By John K. Hutchens. J. B. 


Lsppincott Co. 


This is not a travel book. There is not even a map 


in the book or on the jacket. It treats of three Mon- 
tanas. One is that of Hutchens' adolescence and early 
manhood, from 1917 to 1927. Another is that of fron- 
tier days. He learned of this through long afternoons 
cf listening to old men who gathered to exchange 
reminiscences and had lived in the stirring days of 
50 years before. The last is the Montana he found 
on a return visit in 1962. 


Hutchens. now a member of the editorial board 


of the Book-of-the-Month Club, is a former newspaper- 
man and son of a newsman. His father. Martin Hutch- 
ens. had come from the East to Helena in 1889, and 
v.as forced to return East by the Panic of 1893. But 
he loved Montana, named his daughter Helena for the 
city he found delightful, and in 1917 returned to 
become publisher and editor of the "Missoulian" and 
"Sentinel" in Missoula. 


Since John, then 11. had been reared on tales of 


Montana, he was eager to see it and live there. 


He explored the country around Missoula. first 


v.nh his father. later alone or with other youths He 
listened to the old men as they talked on summer 
afternoons, asked them questions and absorbed their 


tales of mining days, vigilantes. Indians or Custer's 
last battle. He visited the widow of Major Peter 
Ronan, famous as one honest superintendent of the 
Flathead Reservation, to learn of her childhood in 
Alder Gulch in mining camp days. 


As he grew older. John was given summer work 


on the "Missoulian" and "Sentinel." and when he 
finished college, became a reporter until he went to 
New York. During bis work, he met the important 
figures of his day and learned newspapering from 
men he describes as good enough to ha\e worked 
anywhere- 


Memorable are his portraits of Tommy Cruse, an 


Irish prospector who was scorned by all until he 
found a rich lode, to become first "Mister Cruse" and 
later "Colonel Cruse:" or Marcus Daly, William An- 
drews Clark and F. Augustus Heinze: and of Mon- 
tana's pride, artist Charles Russell. Equally good are 
his descriptions of contemporaries like Deputy Sheriff 
Pat Callahan and Ray Rocene. 


Although he found Butte in 1962 greatly changed 


from the city of his youth. Hutchens was not dis- 
appointed in the enduring beauty of Helena and Mis- 
scula. He closes his book with a determination to 
return often to his loved state.

i Soviet Musicians Play New Tune

About the only feature of Americana the Rus- 


sians do not claim to have imented is jazz. 


So when two Russians duck out from behind the 


Iron Curtain and cut a record that is unmistakably 
iazz one wonders about the soundproofing around the 
party line. 


The Russians are Boris Midney. a clarinetist-alto 


y«x musician, and Igor Berukshtis. a bassist. They 
'•'•ere touring in Japan last summer with a Russian 
\audeville troupe, decided they'd rather march to a 
different tune and defected to the West. 


In Russia they could not play the kind of music 


they wanted, they said. So they always dreamed of 
coming to the U.S. to play. Now they have. 


Impulse has recorded them as the Russian Jazz 


Quartet although two of the musicians are American, 
('rummer Grady Tate and pianist Roger Kellaway. 
?o\iet youth—these two anyway — have obviously 
come a long way from the Volga Boatmen. 


On "Journey from Moscow" Midney and Beruksh- 


tis whirl off on a wild, nervous, exhuberant ride 
played, fittingly, with an air of unrestrained freedom. 
"Dedication to MJQ" is a pleasant, rolling piece writ- 
ten by Midney with a fine solo by Kellaway. 


Russians may not be able to play baseball. They 


can play jazz. Let's give them three stars. 


Among other recent jazz releases, 100 per cent 


American, are two reissues by Mainstream of the 
eld Commodore records of Chu Berry and Coleman 
Hawkins. 


The Hawkins sides were recorded in 1940 when 


the tenor saxaphonist was playing with the lush, rich 
rcinanticjsm that perhaps no one has matched. "I 
Surrender Dear" and "My Ideal"' are vintage Hawk- 
ins and "I can't Believe That You're in Love With 
Me"' is a bouncing ride number with a fine alto solo 
by Benny Carter. Sid Catlett. Roy Eldridge. Cootie 
V-illiams. Art Tatum. Ed Hall and Oscar Pettiford 
are among the sidemen. 


The Chu Berry reissues have Eldridge and Hot 


Lips Page helping out on such standards as "Star- 
dust." "Body and Soul.'' "On the Sunny Side of the 
Street" and "Gee Ain't I Good to You"' which has a 
fine muted intro by Page. 


If Benny did not quite match the brilliance of 


Hawkins—who did? — he was one of the outstanding 
sax men of the swing years as the new record attests. 


Victor has also been reissuing, this one a col- 


lection of Louis Armstrong standards from the '30s 
and "40s including "Sweet Sue." "I've Got the World 
on a String."' "Do You Know What It Means to Miss 
New Orleans." "I Wonder. I Wonder. I Wonder.'" Jack 
Teagarden brightens a few dull spots. They are not 
the best Armstrong recordings but is there such a 
Thing as bad Armstrong? 


Another mellow veteran of the jazz world. Lionel 


Hampton, is on an Impulse record with Clark Terry— 
trumpet, Ben Webster—tenor. Hank Jones—piano. 
Milt Hinton-bass and Osie Johnson-drums. Titled "You 
Better Know It"' the album features a rhythmic, well- 
drilled group that reaches a slow, moody peak on 
"Taste of Honey" with Webster and Hampton in a 
languorous tandem. 


Wouk Plays It 
Light in Tale 
Of Caribbean 


Don't Stop the Carnival. By Herman Wouk. Dou- 


bleday. $4.95. 


Broadway meets the steel Caribbean's primitive 


spirit of irresponsibility here. The result is comically 
adventurous, sometimes pathetically touching and 
amusingly entertaining. 


The story is about Norman Paperman. a Broad- 


way press agent. His coronary attack has slowed him 
down, has given him a disenchantment with smart- 
talk Manhattan. He and his meekly loyal wife Henny 
have a problem with their daughter Hazel, who is 
having an affair with an absurdly pompous young 
literary fraud. 


Small Island 


Paperman ventures to a small Caribbean island 


with his wealthy friend Lester Atlas, a bull-voiced, 
crude plunger noted for raiding moribund corpora- 
tions and milking them of their assets. They find a 
small off-shore winter resort, called the Gull Reef 
Club, is for sale. With Lester's encouragement (more 
talk than financial, as it turns out.i, Paperman takes 
it over, renouncing Broadway. 


Even before he becomes the new proprietor, he 


meets an ex-actress he had known years before, and 
starts a flirtation that ends tragically. He also finds 
a frogman from the local Navy base, who soon will 
distract Hazel's attention from her fraudulent friend. 


Of course the inexperienced Papeman runs into 


mountainous troubles with the resort—quixotic native 
help: water shortage: a young bartender who proves 
to be a satyr; a bankrupt contractor who supposedly 
is fixing up new quarters: and local bureaucracy. His 
resort is kept afloat by a wonderworking cook and 
a mad old Frenchman, Hippolyte. who carries the 
machete.

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Sheinwold on Bridge 
Don't Post Warning 
Signs Over Pit You 
Dig for an Enemy 


BY ALFRED SHEIXWOLD 


When you dig a pit for an enemy to fall into, don't 


post signs warning him to stay away. Keep quiet until 
you have your enemy where you want him. and then 
make as much noise as you please. 


Follow this advice at the bridge table after an 


opponent's takeout double. For example, suppose 
your partner opens the bidding with one spade, and 
the next player doubles for a takeout. It's neither 
necessary nor wise to redouble automatically just to 
show you have a good hand. 


You might have nothing much in partner's suit, 


but something like K-J-10 in each of the three unbid 
suits. You gain nothing by a redouble. The next 
player can pass over your redouble unless he has a 
long suit. Both opponents are warned immediately to 
find their best low contract. You will have the chance 
to double the opponents at two of some suit, but 
that's as high as they will get. 


If you pass instead of redoubling, the next oppo- 


nent will bid some suit in response to his partner's 
double. Then, since there has been no warning, the 
doubler may bid something of his own or raise the 
partner's response. Now you can come from behind 
the bushes with a double, and you have a fair chance 
to catch the opponents in a high contract instead of 
just two of a suit. 


When to Redouble 


A redouble is useful when you have strength in 


two of the unbid suits, but weakness in the third suit. 
Your redouble asks your partner to double any suit 
in which he has length and strength (even if he has 
a minimum opening bid). If your partner doubles, you 
collect a good penalty; if he fails to double, you know 


that the opponents have found a safe suit and that 
you must go on with your own bidding. 


A redouble is useful also when you have good 


support for your partner's suit and at least 10 points. 
(With good support and a weaker hand you would 
raise to two or three of your partner's suit without 
first redoubling.) If you redouble and later raise to 
two of your partner's suit, you show trump support 
and 10 points, counting both high cards and distribu- 
tion. If you redouble and later jump to three of your 
partners suit, you show about 13 to 16 points count- 
ing both high cards and distribution. 


An Overbid 


North's jump to three spades in today's hand was 


a slight overbid. He had 8 points in high cars, 3 points 
for the singleton, and perhaps 1 point extra for the 
queen of his partner's bid suit. The total was only 
about 12 points, and North could afford to redouble 
and then raise spades but he couldn't quite afford to 
jump-raise. The jump to three spades would be proper 
if North's spades were headed by Q-J, and then the 
game contract would be very reasonable.

Winter Climate of Most Homes 
Too Hot, Dry for Easy Forcing 


BY CLARA HUSSON'G 


Indoor "forcing" of plum, cherry and other blos- 


soms of trees and shrubs was a favorite activity in 
years gone by. The average household did not buy 
fresh cut flowers from the florist's except on rare 
occasions. Instead, those who yearned for fresh 
blooms in the later winter season made their wish 
come true by indoor forcing. 


In those furnaceless days of long ago it was easy 


to get tree and shrub sprays to come into bloom. 
All you had to do was cut a few sprays of an early- 
blossorning tree or shrub, put it in a container of 
Mater and set it in a sunny window. In a few weeks, 
you had flowers. 


The winter climate of most homes today is too 


hot and dry for easy results in forcing. But if you can 
provide the sunshine and the damp coolness (from 
the oldtime frosty window panes i it can be done. 


Good for Forcing 


Both cultivated varieties and wild p?ants can be 


used for this purpose. Besides plums and cherries, 
pnssy willow, juneberry. and dogwood are good for 
forcing. Red dogwood is especially beautiful even 
before it comes into bloom. The bright red stems 
and the fresh green leaves makes as colorful a bou- 
quet as you could wish for. You may wish to experi- 
ment with other early-blossoming species which you 
have in your own yard. 


Cut your branches about two feet long. Slit, or 
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mash, the cut ends so that the stems can absorb more 
moisture. 


Next, soak the branches overnight in a tub of 


water. 


The following day put your bouquet of branches 


in a pail or jar of water, and set in a cool (not over 
60), sunny spot. This is the hardest part of all. Not 
many of us have such a spot in our homes. But if 
you have a cool (between 40 and 60) sunporch or 
basement, you have an ideal spot. It must be sunny, 
too. so if you choose a basement room with high 
windows, set the bouquet high up next to the window. 


Sprinkle Branches 


Some experts in indoor forcing say that you should 


sprinkle the branches every other day, or even soak 
them again overnight at least once a week. What you 
are trying to do is to duplicate typical late April 
weather, when these plants normally put out their 
blossoms and leaves. So you must give them April 
showers as well as sunshine and a cool temperature. 


Don't bring your bouquet into a warm living room 


until the buds are so well-formed that you can see 
the color of the petals. The whole process, from cut- 
ting to full bloom, takes about three weeks. Arrange 
your well-budded branches in water-filled vases and 
set in sunny windows until they are in full bloom. 


I'm experimenting this year with a few sprays 


of wild plum set in a narrow glass between the 
storm and the regular window on the south side of 
the house. I'll let you know how it works.

He naturally supposes that South has 
tbe ace of spades, in which case East can gain nothing 
b\ playing low. It would cost a trick to play the nine 
of spades if West had the singleton ten of spades. 


West has to win the trick with the singleton ace 


of spades. Declarer can later get to dummy by ruffing 
a heart to lead another trump through East, and the 
defenders are thus limited to two trump tricks. 


Be sure to keep a straight face after you horn- 


swoggle the opponents like this. It's considered im- 
polite to laugh in their faces.

Green Bay Firemen Battled their third major fire in three 


weeks Sunday morning, a blaze which caused an estimated §50,000 
damage to a three-story downtown building. The cause of the fire 


has not been determined. The ground floor was vacant, and the 
top story was occupied by the International Order of Odd Fellow s.

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The Changing Educational System 


The most abruptly changing aspect of 


government in Wisconsin undoubtedly lies 
in 
the 
system 
of 
higher education 


supported by the state government, in 
which the evolution is so abrupt as to b« 
almost breathtaking in its implications. 


A current illustration is provided by 


the 
modification 
of 
plans 
for 
the 


development of the new University of 
•\Yisconsin-Milvaukee. Less than a decade 
aso the legislature transformed the old 
state college there, which then had a few 
thousand students, into a branch of the 
University 
of Wisconsin. During 
the 


intervening years the plant, site, curricu- 
lum and staff have been generously en- 
larged. Yet the basic conception of the 
Milwaukee university branch was that of a 
commuters' school. It would not attract in 
any significant numbers nonresident stu- 
dents, those who require housing on th« 
campus or in the campus environs. 


Suddenly all that has changed. The 


building commission the other day was 
informed fay the University of Wisconsin 
administration that nonresident students 
are being enrolled at the Milwaukee 
branch and that, indeed, they are being 


encouraged to do so in many instances as 
an alternative to 
matriculation at the 


crowded parent school in Madison. Hence, a 
student housing program is now needed. 


The commission forthwith authorized 


the construction of a high-rise student 
dormitory with a capacity of 1,500 beds, to 
be financed out of $7.500,000 of borrowed 
money. 


As it turned out. Gov. Knowles. the 


chairman of the commission, was able to 
grant the University's wish with the 
backing of Democratic votes 
on 
the 


commission, 
over 
the 
resistance 
of 


commissioners of his own party who 
protested that they had not been told 
enough about the long range planning for 
the Milwaukee campus, or the justification 
for providing housing there under public 
auspices. 


We are not sure of the merits of those 


reservations. But we find ourselves wishing 
that the governor was as quick to concede 
the validity of educational needs in other 
sections of the state as in this Fox Valley 
which also wants a higher education 
facility but has not yet had a single word 
of encouragement from him about it. 


77ie Carley-Lucey Campaign 


One of the earliest gubernatorial 


primary election campaigns in Wisconsin 
history is underway, and Republican Gov. 
Warren Knowles is the convenient target 
for attack. Since neither of the Democratic 
aspirants for Knowles' job has publicly 
declared they are candidates, and probably 
won't until the end of this year, they can't 
take potshots at each other yet. That 
leaves only one target — Knowles. 


Democratic national committeeman Da- 


vid Carley and Democratic Lt Gov. Patrick 
J. Lucey are pointing toward a political 
showdown which will take place at the 
1966 
Democratic state convention 
in 


Milwaukee and at the polls in the 
September. 1966 Democratic gubernatorial 
primary election. 


Speaking to an Outagamie County 


Democratic Party meeting last week, 
Carley took Knowles to task for "an 
industrial development program that has 
proved to be a dud." Carley claimed that 
Knowles" "campaign oratory about his 
concern for new industrial development in 
Wisconsin is proving to be just that — 
campaign oratory — and no more." Carley, 
we feel, was guilty of the same thing, as 
well as being premature in making a 
judgment, since Knowles has only been in 
office two and one-half months and hag 
21^2 months left in his term to prove 
whether his program is a "dud" or not 
Knowles' program has been in action for 
about a month, making it impossible for 
any kind of results, one way or another, to 
be achieved. In fact, the governor's 10- 
member board of economic development 
has hardly had the opportunity to begin 
functioning. 


Carley made a rather weak reference to 


e Wisconsin business or two that he said 
shortly will be announcing expansion 
programs outside the state's boundaries. 


These expansions, not being spur-of-the- 
moment plans thought up in the last two 
months, were already set up during 
Democratic Gov. John Reynolds' term of 
office. Corporate decisions just are not 
made that rapidly. 


However, we can sympathize with Mr. 


Carley. A man running for public office 
must have someone to criticize and some 
program to castigate — Gov. Knowles and 
his fledgling 
industrial development 


programs 
are 
more 
natural 
targets 


certainly, than Lt. Gov. Lucey, since 
neither Carley or Lucey have publicly said 
their real targets are each other. Trying to 
villify 
and criticize every plan and 


program Gov. Knowles offers is more 
convenient, plus being more politically 
popular with both sides in the Wisconsin 
Democratic Party 
membership. It 
is 


important to realize that one of the few 
things the "Xelson-Hanson-Carley" and the 
"Reynolds-Lucey" wings of the Wisconsin 
Democratic Party have in common is a 
keen desire for Knowles' defeat in 1966.

A Mr. Bernard 
wrote a 


letter to The Post-Crescent in 
which he took issue with the

care Plan to provide medical 
care for the aged. Your paper 
said both of these plans were 
better than Medicare — boy 
are you wrong and is Mr. 
Bernard ever right. 


In the first place your whole 


approach to the subject was 
wrong. In your editorial you 
tried to analyze the features of 
the plans, and to evaluate 
them. This may appear to be 
a good reasoning method, but 
I like Mr. Bernard's way 
better. 


He didn't try to analyze the 


plans (except where he slipped 
up in the last two paragraphs 
of his letter). Instead he used 
a 
much 
more 
interesting 


method that kept him from 
getting bogged down in the 
provisions of the plans. In- 
stead of looking at the bills 


themselves, he simply attacks 
the credentials of the people 
proposing the bills. This is 
quite a short cut. 


First, as regards the Byrnes 


Bill, he says he thinks of 
Byrnes as a rather conserva- 
tive Republican, and drives 
home his point by questioning 
whether 
Byrnes is sincere 


about the bill. 


This is a fast and novel way 


of criticizing the bill, which 
doesn't get involved with a lot 
of details. This gives us a good 
look at Mr. Bernard's case. 
Sure, there are going to be

One of the differences in 


attitude is that, in almost 
every European country, spe- 
cial students' rates obtain for 
theaters, concerts, operas, as 
well as for public transporta- 
tion. It is not uncommon there 
to see whole balconies filled 
with college students, who 
have paid only a fraction of 
the regular admission price to 
a concert or an opera. 


It is an odd fact that in 


Europe, where going to college 
is still reserved for a compar- 
ative elite, students are given 
preferential treatment: wher- 
as. in America, with millions 
more attending college, we do 
little to encourage their parti- 
cipation in the full life of the 
community. 


Some years ago. for in- 


stance, a suburban bus com- 
pany in the Chicago area 
asked the state commerce 
commission to eliminate its 10- 
cent-fare for students, since 
the company was losing mon- 
ey on its passengers. 


"We are the victims of a 


reduced fare for students," the 


firm complained. "Xo other 
agency but transit gives, a 
drscrirniiiatory rate to stu- 
dents." 


He was right: the transit 


companies are discriminated 
against. 
But 
the 
way 
to 


remedy this inequity is not by 
raising the students" bus fares, 
but by giving them reduced 
rates to everything else. 


It is wisely recognized by 


European communities that, 
while most students cannot 
afford 
to 
attend 
cultural 


events at adult prices, they 
are the significant citizens of 
the next few years — the ones 
on whom opera and concert 
and theater will depend in the 
near future. 


In America, indeed, the book 


publishers have 
been about 


the 
only 
cultural 
f o r c e 


catering to this special and 
important market. In the last 
dozen 
years, 
thousands of 


paperback editions have made 
their appearance — and have 
been gobbled up by college 
students hungry for good read- 
ing at reduced prices. 


The publishers have suc- 


ceeded in finding a fresh 
market where none seemed to 
exist before. As a college boy 
said to me recently. "For less 
than a hundred dollars, in the 
past couple of years. I have 
put together a library of my 
owTi that I never could have 
afforded until middle age."' 


An appetite for good things 


can easily be developed in 
young people if they are given 
the economic incentive. Euro- 
pean students attend concerts 
more frequently because they 
are more accessible, because 
it is made simply and cheap 
for them to do so. Here, being 
a student shuts out the "real 
world" rather than bringing it 
closer.

•al Action, with Wisconsin headquarters at 
Brookfield. has sent out come 2.000 sheets 
explaining their opposition. Some of their 
•pomts mav have validity. But the major 
n-eason is that they think the law "could be 
used to promote the determined efforts of 
the Communist Party to eliminate opposi- 
tion." And just to prove what the Commu- 
nists think about psychotherapy, a copy of 
an arldress given by Beria. once head of the 
Russian secret police, is included. 


The sponsors of the Wisconsin bill are 


Senators Panzer. Schreiber and Thompson 
and co-sponsors are Assemblymen Mato 
and Terry, hardly the type of men one 
would consider 
in the employ of the 


Commies. A reading of the bill finds it to 
be an effort at "increasing the proper and 
expeditious treatment of the mentally ill 
and mentally deficient" by providing that 
they can be treated in other states which 
are part of the compact "whenever there 
are factors based upon clinical determina-

is an effort to make use of specializations

seems to think so. 


But by bringing in the threat of 


communism, the ACA reveals its hand. It 
lists quotations out of context of various 
people in mental health organizations such 
as the World Federation for Mental Health 
and the World Health Organization. Then 
to cap it off it mentions that certain things 
are "published and recommended by U- S. 
Federal Security Agency. Public Health 
Service 'now HEW) in 1950. . .The 
compact was passed by the Connecticut 
Legislature in 1955. . . In 1955 Abraham 
R'bicoff was Governor. Later he was head 
of the Dept. of H.E.W." Is that supposed to 
indicate that Ribicoff is a sinister figure in 
the employ of Beria or merely a naive 
simpleton who doesn't know what he has 
been dredging up? 


Of course there are dangers in the 


involuntary commitment of the mentally 
ill. Psychiatry too is an inexact science. We

outraged by the arrest and investigation of 
General Walker, the right wing hero. 
Communist brainwashings and the use of 
drugs to alter the mind and thinking

It was dreamed up instead by a former Air Force offi- 


cer and then nationally publicized in a paperback book 
hurried into print by two of his friends. 


People did lose weight on the diet. In essence it severe- 


Iv limited the intake of starches and sugars, essential to 
most any medically-approved diet. But there are some 
inherent dangers, also. Fruits generally came up with 
high carbohydrate counts and were to be avoided Worst 
item on the list, for instance, was watermelon. And some 
vegetables like lima beans, corn, okra, and peas were to 
be avoided.

Spending Areas 


Tnere are 
four areas of 


domestic spending, aside from 
defense and foreign aid. which 
seera especially worth examin- 
ing. 


They are: the farm subsidy

gic stockpile, the helium con- 
tracts and the space program. 


The farm subsidy program 


is the classic 
example of 


money spent to support a 
segment of the economy. The 
Department of Agriculture's 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion buys commodities pro- 
duced in excess of the nation's 
needs and which the nation's 
needs and which the nation 
must either store, sell or give 
away. 


For the fiscal year ended 


June 30. 1964. the~CCC spent 
(3.2 billion on the purchase of 
farm surpluses. 


Beyond this, the CCC gave 


away or sold for local foreign 
currencies commodities it had 
acquired in the past for $2.1 
billion. 


By some standards this was 


a waste of $5.3 billion. But the 
fact remains that Congress 
intended the money to be 
spent in such fashion. 


Stockpile

A 
subcommittee of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
did investigate. The study was 
led by Sen. Stuart Svmington, 
D-Mo. 


Discoveries 


As of right now, the nation 


still has raw materials in 


various stockpiles which 
acquired at a cost of $8.5 
billion, but which have a 
market value of only $7.8 
billion. 


Materials acquired at a cost 


of $5.1 billion are considered 
to be excess to needs. This 
excess has a theoretical mar- 
ket value of $4.3 billion. 


This means the government 


has suffered a paper loss of 
$800 million on &5.1 billion 
worth of material it didn't 
need in the first place. 


Over 80 per cent of the 


excess consists of 12 materi- 
als — aluminum, chromite. 
cobalt copper, lead. zinc, 
manganese, 
nickel, 
rubber,

Loss on Ore 


In 
1955. the committee 


found, the government was 
paying $110 to $111 a ton for 
chromite ore at a time when 
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the world market price was

alone was $11,519.000. 


Helium is a natural gas 


which is considered a national 
resource. It does not burn, is 
exceeded in lightness only by 
hydrogen and has many uses 
in industry.

In seeking bids, the GAO 


reported. t^ j B'ircrrj of Mines 
did not ask prospective pro- 
ducers to submit price nrtipn- 
sals. nor did it ultimately ask 
the four selected as producers 
to submit cost estimates. 


The GAO also noted that the 


Bureau of Mines all 
but 


suggested a price of $2 per 
thousand cubic feet would be 
equitable.

tracts, GAO reported, one 
firm — unidentified — will . 
make a profit of 106.8 per . 
cent before taxes. 


Over-all, 
said 
GAO, the 


government will incur S1S5 * 
million in unjustified costs 
and "equivalent amounts will 
be received by the contractors 
as profits over and above the 
$158 million already allowpd 
as profit."

ward were rejected by the 
contractors in February 1964.

Take the first man-in-space 


program, called Project Mer- 
cury, which was originally 
estimated to cost S198 million.

To date project Gemini has 


cost $1.072 billion and is 22 
months behind schedule.

The general guidlines of the 


GAO are whether the govern- 
ment is receiving a fair value, 
whether a goal can be reach- 
ed more cheaply by other 
means, and whether the mon- 
ey is being spent as Congress 
intended. 


Sometimes, of course. Con- 


gress intends for money to be 
wasted, in the sense that a 
fair value cannot be placed 
upon the goal. This money is 
spent for political and eco- 
nomic reasons, both domestic 
and international. 


Exceptions 


Waste is to be distinguished 


from 
money 
lost 
through 


administrative 
error, 
poor 


judgment, technological obso- 
lescence, excessive haste for 
military reasons, or because 
of shifb on the international 
political scene. 


Waste 
is 
the 
result of 


ineptitude or ignorance, or 
both, fragmentation of re- 
sponsibility and. on occasion, 
a seemingly incredible nai- 
vete. 


There is a fine line between 


money wasted and money lost 
and it is sometimes impossi- 
ble to tell which is which.

It wa? agreed that the green hat would super- 
vise while her people gave her an enema, then would re- 
port on the radio. 


Winning War

Army Fliers

Ten years ago, when jets were flying high, it cost a 


couple of million or so for a fighter, and a half a mil-

velop. We need specialists and professionals—men who 
can be motivated without becoming hysterical, tough- 
minded without being cynical, and can understand and 
apply the laws of limited war or the privileges of hot 
pursuit with cool heads. 


Our opponents have developed new rules of warfare; 


about all we can do is come up with players who under- 
stand the game. Whatever comes of Viet Nam, at leart 
it has got us started in that direction. 
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
